Notes From D.A. 


HUGH McPHAIL 


The following article by Dr. 
Childs, Ottawa, veterinary-general, 
should be of general interest. 

Owing to the present favorable 
Situation in the western provinces 
With respect to rabies, brought 
about by quarantine measures and 
protective vaccination applying to 
dogs, together with a vigorous and 
successful campaign to depopulate 
predatory wild life, such as wolves, 
foxes, etc., which are carriers and | 
spreaders of the disease, it has been | 
possible without presently endang- 
ering the lives of domestic animals 
or the human population to remove 
all quarantines imposed on account 
of rabies affecting the provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, that part 
of Alberta south of the 53rd paral 
lel, North Latitude, and the Queen 
Charlotte Islands. 

However, it should be kept clear- 
ly in mind that rabies existe and 
probably will continue to exist 
among predatory wild life in all 
the northern areas of Canada. That 
Situation poses a continuous men- 
ace to both domestic animal and 
human life in northern districts, 
and by extension southward if mul- 
tiplication of predatory wild life is 
not adeqcately controlled. Having 
no assurance that rabies will not 
again be spread southward by 
rabid predators, as dogs are the 
chief spreaders of rabies in popu- 
lated areas and rabies infection 
means certain death to any person 
or animal infected, people through- 
out Canada, and particularly those 
living in northern areas of the Wes- 
tern provinces, are advised and 
urged to keep their dogs under 
strict control and beware of the
